The resolution was adopted. 
Mr. Eakin's bill, providing for a

Mr. Turner introduced a bill to 


regulate the sale and management 
of the sixteenth and thirty-sixth 
sections of school lands. By gen- 
eral consent the bill was read a third 
time. The bill was passed, Messrs. 
Lewis, Craig and McGurvey alone 
voting in the negative. 


Mr. Howe introduced a bill au- 


thorizing the Board of Supervisors 
to pay A. G. Fitzpatrick $8,000 bal- 
ance due him for building an exten- 
sion to the County Hospital.

a third time and passed. 


It was understood that the Gov- 


ernor would not sign the bill to 
create a Criminal Court in San 
Francisco while it gave that Court 
exclusive jurisdiction over all crimi- 
nal cases. The Assembly sent in a 
resolution that the bill be returned 
for correction by inserting the word 
"concurrent" in place of "exclusive." 
The resolution wus adopted. 


Senators 0 Connor, Laine and

BILLS APPJiOVED BY THE GOVERNOR.

bill abolishing the California Teacher; 
bill granting relief to taxpayers 
whose lands have been sold '.o the 
State; bill authorizing the Beard of 
Supervisors of San Francisco to pay 
the claims of John F. Swift; lull to 
confer certain powers upon the Di- 
rectors of the Deaf and Dumb and 
Blind Asylum; bill to provide for 
the more efficient government of Los 
Angeles; bill granting the Omnibus 
Railroad Companv certain rights; 
bill authorizing James McClatchy 
to sue the county of Sacramento; 
bill to incorporate the town of Mar- 
tinez; bill to facilitate the. construc- 
tion of a canal for the improvement 
of Oakland harbor; Bash's bill regu- 
lating the practice of medicine.

The Governor has appointed J. G.

Fourth Brigade; also, Edward Cana- 
vra Brigadier-General of the Third 
Brigade. Both-confirmed. 


On motion of Mr. Edgerton, the 


resolution adopted Saturday even- 
ag, by which the Senate ordered the 


of W. G. English, was ex- 


punged from the Senate journal. 


Mr. Donovan said he was satisfied 


frdm information that he was not 
the guiltv party, but it was too late 
in the session to make any investiga- 
tion. 


The bill for incorporation of so-

Adjourned till 7% P. M. 


EVENING SESSION. 


A message was received from the 


Governor announcing that he had 
approved the following bills: An 
Act authorizing the Board of Educa- 
tion of San Francisco to provide for 
the support of public schools; the 
bill providing for a Commissioner 
of Transportation, known as the 
O'Connor bill; an Act concerning the 
office of Collector of Licenses in 
San Francisco; an Act for the re- 
moval of remains of deceased per- 
sons on California street, and for 
grading east of Lyon street; an Act 
recommending to the electors of the 
State to vote for or against the pro- 
position to call a Constitutional Con- 
vention. 


The Senate passed Mclnnery'sbill 


in relation to lodging-house anu 
sleeping apartments in incoporated 
cities. 


The President appointed as the 


Committee' en the Chinese question, 
Messrs. Haymond, Lewis, Evans. 
Mc.Coppin, Pierson, Donovan ami 
Itogers. 


Mr. Farley introduced the follow- 


ing resolution:

Senate be and are hereby tendered 
to the reporters of the press on the 
tloor of the Senate for their uniform 
candor and fairness in reporting the 
proceedings of the Senate. 


Mr. Lewis offered the following:

Senate be tendered to the President 
of the Senate, Lieutenant-Governor 
Johnson, for the able and impartial 
manner in which he has discharged 
the duties of presiding officer of the 
Senate. 


While waiting for messages from 


the Governor and the Assembly, Mr. 
Lewis arose and with a few remarks 
presented to James W. Hawkins, 
Sergeant-at-Arms of the Senate, a 
gold watch and chain. 
Mr. Hay- 


mond responded for Mr. Hawkins. 


At 9:40 the Senate took a recess 


for one hour. 


Immediately after recess a men- 


sage was received from the Governor 
that he had approved the following 
hills: An Act to open and grade 
Fifteenth avenue in San Francisco; 
resolutions concerning the Bnrlin- 
game treaty; an Act concerning cor- 
porations; an Act to compromise the 
litigations on land .oil the water 
front of San Francisco; an Act to 
transfer certain funds in the State 
Treasury belonging to the State 
Harbor Commissioners; an Act to 
open and grade Seventh street, in 
San Francisco. 


Mr. Haymond offered a resolution 


that our members in Congress be in- 
structed to use their influence to se- 
cure one of the islands in the bay of 
San Francisco on which to cregt a 
prison building. Adopted. 


The President read a telegram 


from Mayor Bryant, stating that it 
was absolutely necessary for Nunan's 
bill, increasing the annual appropri- 
ations, to pass, but it was received 
too late for action by the Senate. 


At 11:45 Senators Lewis, Nunan 


and Turner were appointed by the 
Chair to wait up >n the Governor 
and see if he had any further com- 
munications for the Senate, and they 
returned shortly with a message 
stating that he had approved the 
the following lulls: An Act making 
an appropriation for the support of 
the Napa Insane Asylum; an Act to 
authorize the Board of Supervisors 
of San Francisco to transfer ti\e 
thousand dollars from the General 
Fund to the Building Fund; an Act 
for the relief of J. J. Coulin; an 
Act to authorize the Board of Su- 
pervisors to open Sixth street; an 
Act to facilitate the transaction of 
business in the Auditor's office; an 
Act to appropriate money for the 
support of the State Government; an 
Act for the preservation of Golden 
Gate Purk; an Act to provide for the 
collection of delinquent taxes in 
San Francisco; an Act to pay the 
claim of George.W. Whitloek. 


A message was received from the 


Assembly stating that they were 
ready to adjourn nine die. 


The President thanked the pages, 


reporters, clerks and Senators for 
the uniform courtesy with which he 
had been treated during the session, 
and at 12 o'clock declared the Senate 
adjourned .ime die. 


ASSEMBLY—The Assembly met 


at 10 o'clock. 


The following bills passed: Sen- 


ate bill to regulate recording of min- 
ing claims in Calaveras county. Sen- 
ate bill to facilitate the transaction 
of business in the office of the Audi- 
tor of San Francisco. Senate bill 
authorizing and providing f< r the 
building of a roadway and the con- 
struction 
of drawbridge 
across 


Channel street, and to extend to 
Sixth street. 


A message from the Governor an- 


nounced that he had approved As- 
sembly bills Nos. 700, 805, 746, 653, 
758, 542, 808, 809, (575, 504, 484, 421, 
713, 648, 117, 415, 641, 44G, 482, 711.' 
800, 792, 426, 057, 328, 058, 723, 590, 
419, 333 and 73. 


Mr. Wilcox. while a message -was 


being read, jumped to his feet and 
demanded 
that 
the 
Sergeant- 


at-Arms put Ira Folsom and J. C. 
Hatchings from the floor, saying 
that they were Inbbvingfor a certain 
Dill, aud complaining that Hutch- 
ings had said to him; Wilcox, "I'll 
mark you, G— il— you." 
It ap- 


pears that these m<?n are lobbying 
for a bill to turn out the old Yose- 
mite Commissioners and get a new 
Board, with a view of getting back 
their property, which they sold to 
the State. Folsom was paid $5,000 
for his saloon, and still-holds pos- 
session. Hatchings was paid $20,000 
for his property, and is now trying 
to get it back. Both men were 
promptly put out of the room. 


Assembly bill 371—An Act for the 


relief of Michael Purcell. Senate 
amendment, cutting the amount 
down one-half, was concurred in. 


Assembly bill 804—An Act author- 


izing the Board of Supervisors of 
San Francisco to make appropria- 
tion for deficiency in the Street De- 
partment Fund. Senate amendments 
concurred in. 


Mr. Scrivner introduced a bill 


supplemental to the West Side bill, 
extending the time of commencing 
work to one year, instead of sixty 
days. He stated that this, was at the 
request of the Governor, who had 
signed the West Side bill, and 
thought that it would take a year lo 
make the surveys and estimates, and 
that this should all be done before 
the question was put to a vote of the 
people. 


There being objection, the bill was 


hud temporarily on the table. 


Senate bill making an appropria- 


tion for the support of the Napa 
Asylum from now until July, when 
the general appropriations can be 
drawn, and for deficiencies, was 
passed. 


An Act defining the powers of the 


Board of Supervisors of San Fran 
cisco was passed. 


Act to appropriate moneys for 


charitable institutions was rhldle, 
by tacking on iimcmlmonts putting 
in a large number of county hos- 
pitals, and of course died a natural 
death. 


Senate Bill No. 329—An Act to 


amend sections 64ti, 647, 048,649 am" 
650 of the Code of Civil Procedure 
—was passed. 


Senate Bill No. 427—An Act to 


amend section 613 of the Code ol 
Civil Procedure—was passed. 


Senate Bill No. 125—An Act to 


add three new sections to the Civil 
Code, 404, 405, 406, compelling cor- 
porations doing business in this 
State to file with the County Clerli 
the mime of some authorized agent, 
and that summons served on such 
agent shall constitute a valid service 
of summons—was passed. 


Senate Bill No. 601—To authori/. 


the Hoard of Supervisors of San 
Francisco to vacate certain streets 
and market places and to lease th< 
Uud (the China Basin bill)—was 
called up, anil the Senate amend- 
ments not having been authenticated, 
the Secretary

State—was passed. 


The Governor's veto of Assembly 


bill No. 66—an Act to grant the 
right of way for a railroad in Oak- 
land—was received. The Governor 
says that he considers the City Coun- 
cil fully capable, by a two-thirds 
vote, to govern the matter without a 
special Act. The House sustained 
the Governor. 


The Committee on Expenses and 


Accounts made their report showing 
that the contigent expenses at the 
present session were §25,506, or 83,- 
248 75 less than last session; that 
the expense for stationery this ses- 
sion was $5,830 32, or $3,677 37 less 
than last session.

upon to report. 


Mr. Bagge reported, on behalf of

The Assembly re-convened at 11:30.

Speaker appointed a committee of 
three—Messrs. Wilcox, McKenna 
and Murphy of Del Norte—to wait 
on the Governor and nsk him if he 
had any further business.

Mr. Carson said no appropriation 


had yet been mode for the San Fran- 
cisco Fire Department for the two 
years to come, and he thought the 
responsibility did not rest with the 
delegation, but with certain city of- 
ficials who obtruded themselves up- 
on the Governor and had induced 
him to withhold his approval from 
the bill that had passed. 


The Chief Clerk of the Senate, at 


forty minutes past 11, informed the 
House that the Senate had no further 
business. 


The Speaker addressed a few re- 


marks to the House, eulogizing the 
reporters, the Chaplain, the domi- 
nant party, and a well-timed tribute 
to the Republican minority.
